WASHINGTON, April 28.—There 
was no meeting of minds when 
Henry Ford met with President 
Roosevelt in a two-hour luncheon 
conference yesterday. Ford’s 


ideas remained unchanged as to 
the policy the administration is 


President Roosevelt and Ford 
actually came to grips on only one 
issue—whether the Government 


should leave business alone. Ford 


told Roosevelt there was too much 
interference with private enter- 
prise by the administration, and 
that, if this should end, recovery 
would return. 

Most of the discussion centered 
around Federal spending, and the 
entire financial policy of the ad- 
ministration. Ford clashed fre- 
quently with Marriner S. Eccles, 
chairman of the Board of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System, who was pres- 
ent. f 

Ford took the position that less 
spending by the Government would 
encourage business and industry. 
Eccles took the opposite view, 
maintaining that the greater the 
spending the greater the recovery. 
Ford was critical of a policy which 
is increasing the debt of the na- 
tion.and so informed Roosevelt. 


Ford on Financiers. 

In the conference with the Presi- 
dent and in a two-hour interview 
enroute to New York afterward, 
Ford discussed finance generally. 
The financiers of Wall Street came 
in for considerable abuse. Ford 
said that too much importance was 
being given to financiers and that 
they were seeking to control all 
manufacturing and merchandising. 
Financiers have interfered too 
much with government, Ford add- 
ed. 
“Financiers may say that they 
want higher wages and lower 
prices, but actually they are trying 
to create a.system whereby they 
can manipulate wages down and 
profits up,” Ford said after leaving 
the White House. “We know defi- 
nitely that they are imvolved in 
labor disputes, and we know also 
that some of the men in Wall 
street are responsible for much of 
the labor strife so prevalent in the 
country.” 7 

Ford was obviously of the opin- 
ion that President Roosevelt has 
no plan for solving the present de- 
pression. He waved aside the sug- 
gestion that either the President 
or anyone else in the administra- 
tion has developed a workable plan 
for a return to prosperity. 

An annual wage for the automo- 
bile industry was mentioned but 
not discussed in the White House 
session, despite the fact that Roose- 
velt has been advocating the stabili- 
zation of production and the annual 
wage for some months. Ford said 
following the conference that the 
annual wage “is an absurdity too 
silly to talk about.” 


No Curb on Production. 

Neither did the President and 
the motor magnate go into the 
issue of curbing production. This 
cannot be done, Ford said, and he 
added that he positively would not 
enter into any agreement with 
other manufacturers to place his 
plants on a quota basis. Cars must 
be produced when there is a de- 
mand for them, Ford said. 

“When there is a demand we 
should produce as many cars as 
can be sold and we should pay the 
highest possible wages during such 
periods,” Ford added. “This would 
permit the workers to accumulate 
something to carry them over dur- 
ing the dull periods.” 

Ford and the President were in 
accord on a “back to the land“ 
movement but did not discuss the 
method whereby men might be in- 
duced to leave the industrial cen- 
ters and return to the farms. Ford 


i said he believed many men who 


left the land to work in industrial 
plants had learned, through de- 
pression and unemployment, that 
they erred, 

Decentralizing Industry. 

President Roosevelt discussed the 
decentralization of industry and 
Ford agreed that this was highly 
desirable. This means spreading the 
population throughout the country, 
rather than concentrating indus- 
trial plants in large cities. 

“We are doing it as much as pos- 
sible,” said Ford. “Why, there are 
now plants manufacturing 
parts which we use or which are 
doing other work for us. We see 
a likely looking town and encourage 
one of our suppry companies to lo- 
cate in it.” 

“Decentralization is highly desir- 
able but I don’t see what the Gov- 
ernment can do to bring it about,” 
Ford continued. “The Government

AVERAGE OFF FOR 
NEARLY ALL CLASSES 


Only Seven Individuals Re- 
ported More Than $100,- 


Analysis of the 1937 personal in- 
come tax returns of residents of 
St. Louis County, subject to the 
State income tax, shows that the 
increase of 15.7 per cent in num- 
ber of taxpayers previously an- 
nounced was wholly in the brack- 
ets ‘under $15,000 and mostly in the 
lowest bracket, and that average 
incomes as compared with 1936 de- 
creased in nearly all brackets, and 
very sharply in the top class of 
more than. $100,000. 

A classification of the 17,143 tax- 
able returns, prepared by Assessor 


Martin L. Neaf; has been made 
available for publication. The ac- 
companying tables were compiled 
by the Post-Dispatch from this 
basic data. 


Two-thirds of all the taxpayers, 
or 11,430, fall in the lowest group, 
which is those having taxable in- 
come of less than $2000 for the ‘year. 
The increase in number in this 
class was 21 per. cent over 1936, 
aggregate income in- 
creased only 16.8 per cent and the 
average taxable income was $667 as 
compared with 6691 for 1936, a de- 
crease of 38.4 per cent. 


Only seven individuals reported 
taxable income of more than 3100, 
000. This was a decrease of 53.3 
per cent from 1936, when. there 
were 15 such returns. The aggre- 
gate taxable income for this top 
group in 1937 was $833,313, a de- 
crease of 69.6 per cent from 1936, 
when the aggregate was $2,738,844. 

The average taxable income in 
this group declined from $182,589 in 
1936 to $119,044 last year, a drop of 
34.8 per cent. 

The 17,143 reporting taxable in- 
come for 1937 had practically the 
same amount of income as was re- 
ported for 1936 by 14,817 taxpayers, 
the totals being $51,785,888 for 1937 
and $52,147,844 The 1937 total 
is seven-tenths of-one per cent less 
than that for 1936. 


Analysis of Distribution. 


The analysis discloses‘a some- 
what wider distribution of income 
in the lower brackets, the number 
increasing in each group up to 
$15,000 and decreasing in each group 
above that. 

In the three classes under $10,000 
are 16,010; or 93.4 per cent of the 
taxpayers, and they received 63.5 
per cent of the taxable income. In 
the five classes above $10,000 there 
are 1133 taxpayers, or 6.6 per cent 
of the total, who. received 46.5 per 
cent of the income. The year be- 
fore there were 92.3 per cent of the 
taxpayers in the lower group and 
they received 48.1 per cent of the 
income, and 7.7 per cent in the 
higher group received 51.9 per cent 
of the income. 

The number of taxpayers in the 
class under $2000 increased to 66.7 
per cent of the total last year com- 
pared with only 63.8 per cent in 
1936. ö 

Average Income Increases. 


Increases in average income were 
shown in only two classes, In the 
class of $5000 to $10,000 the aver- 
age for 1937 was $7059 compared 
with $7047 for 1936, an increase of 
less than a half of one per cent, 
and in the class of $15,000 to $25,000 
the average was $19,072 compared 
with $18,657, an increase of 2.2 per 
dent. 

For all taxpayers the average 
1937 taxable income was $3020 com- 
pared with $3519 in 1936, the de- 
crease being 14.2 per cent.

SHANGHAI, April 28—A Japa- 


nese army spokesman said today 
the South Shantung army had 
fought to within 10 miles of the 
Lunghai railway.

Mohammedans have disliked the 
Chinese Communists, with whom 
Chiang formed an alliance to fight 
the Japanese, and some of China’s 
bitterest civil wars have been fought 
between Chinese armies and the 
Mohammedans of the borderland. 

Chiang already has taken steps 
to combat possible Japanese influ- 
ence in the area by sending Chi- 
nese Moslems there to preach 
against the Japanese.

BRITAIN PLANS TO RATION 
FOOD IN CASE OF WAR 


Cards for Consumers Already Print- 
ed; Gevernment Control of 
Prices Proposed. : 


„By the Associated Press. 


LONDON, April 28.—Great Brit- 

ain’s plans to clamp down iron- 
clad control of the country's entire 
food resources within a few hours 
after the outbreak of any future 
war. Ration cards and detailed in- 
structions for consumers, retailers 
and distributers have been pre- 
pared, the Food Defense Plans De- 
partment of the Board of Trade (a 
Government department), disclosed 
tonight in its annual report. 
The report declared that “prompt 
action” to “safeguard imports of 
staple foods would be a first pre- 
cautionary measure.” It said imme- 
diate drastic control would be an 
urgent need in war-time. The coun- 
try imports more thag half its meat, 
70 per cent of its chéese and sugar, 
about 80 per cent of its fruit and 
90 per cent of its cereals and fats. 
To lessen the air raid hazard, 
the meat supply would be decen- 
tralized, taken from London’s great 
Smithfield market to a ring of de- 
pots around the rim of the city, All 
prices would be controlled. 

Normal trading would cease with- 
in a few hours afier the outbreak 
of war, and all importers would 
become Government agents. Flour 
millers, sugar refiners and seed 
erushers would | Government, 
contractors. A minimum economic 
mixture for bread already has been 
laid. down for comipulsory use by 
bakers. es 


SUPREME COURT SENDS BACK

WASHINGTON, April 28.—The 
Supreme Court dismissed yester-

Illinois Terminal Line Blocked 
* by Crash Near Cass 
Avenue. 


The two last cars of a 12car 
Illinois Terminal Railroad Co. 
switch train jumped the track last 
night at a switch north of Cass 
avenue, crashed into two freight 
cars on a siding and knocked them 
into a four-story building at 1201 
Cass avenue, smashing out a 25- 
foot section of the wall from the 
roof to the ground.

Ford added. “Finance is necessary 
but should not be the dominating 
force. There are too many finan- 
ciers in government.” 

Ford criticised the labor policies 
of the Federal Government and of 
the government of Michigan. He 
said that it was the duty of gov- 
ernment to maintain order and that 
the sit-down strikes should have 
been stopped at the time when this 
technique was first employed in 
Michigan. 

President Roosevelt has per- 
formed a great public service by 
arousing an interest in government, 
Ford said. He added that, when 
the people are sufficiently aroused 
to write hundreds of thousands of 
letters on problems before Congress, 
there was nothing wrong with the 
country. . 

“The people are thinking and 
when they think they think right 
most of the time,” Ford comment- 
ed. “So there is nothing to worry 
about in this country. We'll come 
out of this depression when govern- 
ment leaves business to solve its 
own problems.” 


Eccles Lecture a Failure. 


At the opening of the White 
House discussion, Chairman Eccles 
attempted to read Ford a prepared 
lecture, one of the conferees re- 
called. This was not successful and 
the Federal Reserve Chairman was 
informed that he did not know 
what he was talking bout. 

Eccles, it developed, sought to 
“sell” Ford on the new plan to 
spend $4,250,000,000 for recovery; 
and clashed with the motor mag- 
nate on: government expenditures. 
Ford advanced his theory that “the 
lower the debt the better the busi- 
ness, and that also goes for govern- 
ment.” 

Ford refused to discuss his visit 
with the 75 newspaper men who 
gathered on the White House steps.

Ford Says Roosevelt Is “Trying to 
Do the Best He Can.” 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 28,—Henry 
Ford, fresh from his White House 
conference with President Roose- 
velt, told interviewers today the 
President “is trying to do the best 
he can, like everybody else.” 

The remark was prompted when 
someone commented that Ford had 
never appeared to be in such a 
genial mood. Was it because he 
came away from the White House 
with new optimism? 

“Well, you never heard me say 
anything about the President, did 
you?” the automobile manufacturer 
smiled. What's the use? He's try- 
ing to do the best he can like 
everybody else.” 

And, Ford said, he doubts that 
there will be war in Europe in spite 
of gloomy dispatches from abroad. 

Ford’s son, Edsel, and W. J. 
Cameron, Ford Motor Co. executive, 
sat with Ford during the interview 
in a small private dining room of 
the Ritz Carlton Hotel. 

Edsel said nothing, save when his 
father asked him the precise loca- 
tion of their big co-operative farm 
in England, where the Fords are

Conditions will change, and 
change for the better, he said, when 
industries are improved. 

There's plenty to be done and 
it ought to be done now. Forty 
years ago people could not fore- 
see all the work the invention and 
manufacture of automobiles was to 
bring. Now it’s the same with 
other things. Everything, railroags, 
manufactories, and things like that’ 
ought to be overhauled and im- 
proved.” 


Hardships and Character. 


“Mr. Ford,” one of his interview- 
ers said, “do you think hardships 
strengthen character?” 

“What do you think?” 
asked. 

“I’m asking you,” the interviewer 
replied. 

“Well, yes, they do,” the manu- 
facturer responded. 

“Do you think the hardship of 
unemployment does that to a 
man?” 

That's the worst hardship in the 
world,” Ford said, shaking his head 
slightly. He began explaining that 
it would still strengthen a man’s 
character, but seemed to have 
slight difficulty in finding the exact 
words he wanted to use. 

Then Cameron broke in to say: 
“If it hurts a man hard enough, 
he’ll get out of it.” 

Ford nodded, leaning back in 
the deep sofa where he sat. He 
looked in fine health, lean, gray, 
with sparkling eyes. 

“Always Active, Always Busy.“ 

“How is your general health 
these days, Mr. Ford?“ someone 
asked the 74-year-old industrialist. 

“My health? It’s good. It’s al- 
ways good. I don’t overeat. I keep 
busy. If your health’s no good, it's 
your own fault. But I keep going, 
always active, always’ busy.” 

He was asked if he thought an 
armament program brought pros- 
perity. 

“That’s a problem for financiers,” 
he said. “When people get lazy and 
start going to sleep, someone comes 
along and starts arming the coun- 
try. It wakes people up, but it’s 
only a temporary thing and not 
worth much.” 

On the peace ship he took to 
Europe in 1914, Ford said, “he 
learned who creates wars and how 
they are created. I wouldn’t take 
anything for what I learned about 
war.”

CONVICTED, BOY TELLS ‘TRUE 
STORY’ OF MOTHER'S KILLING 


Theodore Danielsen Jr. Says She 
Fell to Floor in Struggle, 
Then He Stabbed Her. 

CHICAGO, April 28. -Sixteen- 
year-old Theodore Danielsen Jr. 
confided yesterday to his friend, 
Dr, Harry R. Hoffman, Criminal 
Court psychiatrist, what he called 
the true story of how he killed his 
mother. Apparently relieved, young 
Danielsen said he felt ready to go 
to the penitentiary to serve a sen- 
tence of 14 years for murder. 

It was a theory expressed by Dr. 
Hoffman as a trial witness and by 
Chief Justice Cornelius J. Harring- 
ton, who heard and decided the 
case without a jury, that Mrs. Dan- 
ielsen was strangled, and then 
stabbed after she fell But the 
youth on the witness stand had 
said the stabbing occurred in the 
heat of the struggle, precipitated 
when his mother scolded him for 
playing truant from school. 

Yesterday young Danielsen re- 
lated: “My mother grabbed me, 
shook me and scratche¢é me. There 
was a struggle, then my mother fell 
to the floor. Then I grabbed the 
knife off the table and used it.”

MACOMB, IIL, April 28.—A mass 
meeting of farmers here last night 
adopted a resolution opposing the 
Federal crop control program and 
urging a national campaign for re- 
peal of the new agricultural act. 
Leaders said the meeting was at- 
tended by farmers from about 40 
Illinois counties and also from 
Missouri, Indiana, Iowa and Ohio. 

“We are determined,” the resolu- 
tion said, “to resist to the very 
last any effort to force us under 
threat of prosecution to give over 
control of our lands to other 
people.” 

Copies of the resolution were 
ordered sent to the President, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, and to Con- 
gressmen from districts represent- 
ed at the meeting. 

The resolution said farmers were 
convinced the agricultural law “is 
so designed that it can be used to 
bring about, through threats or in- 
ducements, the adoption of com- 
pulsory features which strike at the 
very heart of individual liberty, and 
the farmers’ right to operate his 
farm as he sees fit.” 

The meeting was called by the 
Corn Belt Liberty League, which 
was organized last week in McDon- 
ough County, Illinois. Tilden Burg, 
president, said long time  opposi- 
tion to crop control crystalized in 
the formation of the league after 


corn acreage allotments were made. 
Allotments “Ruinous.” | 


Asserting the purpose of his or- 
ganization was to oppose in “every 
honorable way the un-American 
program of compulsory crop control 
which is being forced upon us,” 
Burg said: 

“We positively refuse to accept 
the view that we must sacrifice 
all freedom to obtain prosperity. On 
the other hand we believe that loss 
of freedom means poverty and ruin. 
Turning our farms over to com- 
pulsory methods of farming can- 
not be the sound method of get- 
ting prosperity.” 

Referring to corn allot- 
ments, Burg said they “were plainly 
ruinous to many of us,” and that 
“everywhere we hear the charge, 
honestly made, that favoritism has 
influenced the fixing of allotments.” 

Saying that “we have seen com- 
pulsory control fastened upon 
farmers in other sections and we 
have the same sort of dictation 
awaiting us unless we organize to 
fight,” Burg contended the farmers 
have not been represented in 
Washington. 

“If you believe in freedom on the 
farm and if you believe in the 
theory of plenty instead of the 
theory of scarcity, we invite you to 
join with us. We need the strength 
of numbers if we are to be heard 
in Washington,” he added. 

Fears Dictatorship. 

John E. Waters of Madison, Wis., 
uniting in the attack on compul- 
sory crop control, said the “whole 
setup of the plan is to create a 
dictatorship over agriculture gener- 


Waters, who spent from 1 
1933 in Soviet Russia as an ca. 
tor in power farming, declared the 
American people were losing their 
liberty, adding: “Unless we wake 
up and fight, we will see a plan 
parallel to that in Russia.”

SENATOR SHIPSTEAD ASSAILS 
AMERICAN INDUSTRIAL SYSTEM 


Says It Is Not Efficient, Because 
It Raises Prices When Pur- 
chasing Power Appears. 

By the associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 28—Senator Hen- 
rik Shipstead, (F.-L.), Minnesota, 
addressing the Chicago Association 
of Commerce yesterday, described 
as “suicidal” the American system 
of industrial production. 

Shipstead said the “present plight 
of the nation is because of the de- 
structive industrial system and the 
manner in which it discriminates 
against the farmer.“ He continues: 

“If we are going to regulate agri- 
culture, we must regulate industrial 
prodiiction and industrial prices. If 
we can do that, we may be able to 
stop the destructive process. I do 
not know whether it is desirable 
for us to attempt such regulation. 

“Industry, supposedly based on the 
theory of mass. production, is not 
mass production at all. Mass pro- 
duction is not permitted. The effi- 


ciency of the American system of 


production is not permitted to oper- 
ate because, when there appears to 
be from some source economic pur- 
chasing power in the country, the 


industrial system immediately starts 


to raise prices and at a vigorous 
speed, as though it did not want 


people to buy.”

DEATH TOLL REACHES EIGHT 
IN COAL MINE’ EXPLOSION 


little mining town in the Pennsyl- 
vania anthracite region arranged 
funerals today for the eight men 
killed yesterday in an explosion in 
the St. Clair Coal Co.’s mine. Ten 
others were injured. 

It was the second major mine 
disaster in less than a week. Nearly 
50 men were killed in an explosion 


Va., last week. 

The injured, burned so seriously 
that physicians said two might die, 
were unable to tell exactly what 
happened. 

Rescue squads, fighting through 
black-damp, came first upon the 
body of Frank Montgomery, one of 
the 600 miners working in the mine. 
Then they reached the others— 
some dead, some burned. 

The other dead: Paul  Sikra, 
Wasil Holovak, Andrew Potts and 
Luke Churckran of St. Clair, and 
Michael and John Terris, brothers, 
of Port Clinton, and Richard 
Barnes. 

Holovak was the father of 13 
children, Sikra one and Chuckran 
three. 


TAKEN TO PRISON FOR PLOT 
TO BURN WIFE'S HOME 


Legislature and Another 
Plead Guilty.

CARLINVILLE, I., April 28.— 
Denied probation, George Blaeuer 
of Chesterfield, former chief clerk 
of the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives’ was taken to Chester 
penitentiary yesterday to serve a 
year’s minimum sentence in con- 
nection with a plot of burn his 
wife’s home. Blaeuer was sentenced 
with Roy Trambarger of Girard, 
both of whom pleaded guilty to a 
charge of malicious burning. 

Robert Hertig of Girard, who is 
alleged to have been hired by 
Blaeuer to help Trambarger burn 
the house, is awaiting trial-in the 
county jail. Officials said Hertig, 
arrested as he sought to leave the 
scene, implicated the others. The 
home was destroyed. 

Circuit Judge Victor H. Hemphill 
pronounced sentence on the pair 
today, after denying their petitions 
for probation. Both were given in- 
determinate sentences making them 
eligible for parole after one year.

FUTURE BOOK BETTING ‘is 
zooming.

That result caused the future 
book structure of the country to 
topple. Many operators were 
wiped out completely. Others paid 
off fractionally; still others 
merely returned the bettors’ 
wagers. Worse than all, several 
big ones welched, keeping the 
wagers and never paying off. 

Handbooks for years thereafter 
fought shy of the future book 
game as too hazardous. Only two 
men in the country cperated in 
1925 and for several years there- 
after—Tom Kearney and his as- 
sociate, Charley Burke, in St. 
Louis, and Tom Shaw in New 
York.

“That debt?” he exclaimed, re- 
ferring to the money already poured 
out and to the billions more the 
President has requested.

A prosperity, Mr. Ford indicated, 
based upon production and con- 
sumption, rather than upon mere 
possession of money. A prosperity 
of jobs and the ability to produce 
and. consume, instead of a pros- 
perity based merely upon dollars. A 
new capitalistic system in which the 
“profit motive” will be supplanted 
by the “market motive.” A pros- 
perity built on buying power—and 
a new era in which employers will, 
actually, seek ways and means 
whereby they can pay their em- 
ployes more and more and more, 
because they will realize that by 
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doing so they will be building more 
and more prosperity by incre-~'~g 
their employes’ ability to buy. 
That, in broad outline, is what 
Mr. Ford foresees. 
Meanwhile, what of the present?

—today? 

“It Works Like That. 
With downright Yankee forth- 
rightness, although he is not a Yan- 
kee by birth or upbringing, Mr. 
Ford told this reporter: 
“Let them go and help some- 
body, even if they don’t get paid 
for it.” 
Brutally stark advice, that, at 
first glance, to say nothing of im- 
practical. But Henry Ford, as 
everyone ought to know, is not an 
impractical man. 
His eyes twinkled as he added, 
sotto voce: 
“That is, they think they won't 
be paid—but they will be. Oh, yes. 
They'll find they will be. It always 
works out like that. 
“You know, you can’t do a use- 
ful thing in this world and not be 
paid for it. That’s hard to believe, 
isn’t it? But it’s so. Believe me, 
it’s so. 
“Money? There’s just the trou- 
ble. There’s too much talk about 
money, when money, if people only 
would realize it, can come only out 
of work, 
“There isn’t a man, woman or 
child living who can’t find some 
useful thing to do. 
“Find that thing, and do it. 
“Find it and do it, for its own 
sake—for the sake of working, of 
being useful, of producing some- 
thing.

You will be paid.

ANNAPOLIS, 
The Maryland Court of Appeals 
sustained yesterday a decision of 
the Baltimore Circuit Court in- 
validating a Maryland tax on bank 
shares owned by the reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation.

Congress later passed an act 
specifically exempting R F C held 
stock from all taxation.

BERLIN, April 28—The Ger- 
man Governmient plans to take over 
all Jewish property “in due Course 
of time” and to encourage Jews 
to emigrate from Germany. 

This disclosure was made in ex- 
planation of a new decree requir- 
ing the approximately 750,000 Jews 
in Greater Germany to register 
their fortunes and properties both 
at home and abroad by German of- 
ficials and the Nazi press. 

The decree was issued by Field 
Marshal Hermann Wilhelm Goer- 
ing, No. 2 Nazi, as director of Ger- 
many's four-year plan to gain eco- 
nomic independence, 

“The decree is intended to place 
on a legal footing the gradual 
elimination of the Jew from Ger- 
man business life, in that he is to 
be assured that the properties de- 
clared are actually his and will not 
simply be taken away from him 
by unauthorized action,” an official 
said. 

Once the exact figures are known, 
he continued, the Government can 
proceed with its plan. 

Significance was seen in a para- 
graph of the decree which said: 

“The Controller of the four-year 
plan (Goering) may take such 
measures as may be deemed fit to 
insure utilization of properties fall- 
ing under these terms in conso- 
nance with interests of German 


economy.” 
of Vienna Incidents. 

The decree as a whole was re- 
garded as an outgrowth of the loot- 
ing of Jewish shops in Vienna and 
elsewhere in Austria. 

Goering’s “stock-taking” action, 
as put by Nazi observers, was 
prompted by the Government’s de- 
sire to possess complete informa- 
tion concerning the location of 
Jewish capital, so that the real 
owners thereof can be identified 
readily and protected against any 
megal actions. 

Being able at any moment to 
place a finger on any spot where 
Jewish fortunes or properties are, 
significant enough in itself, ac- 
quires additional meaning in the 
light of an editorial published in 
Das Schwarze Korps, organ of Nazi 
S. S. troops, which often correctly 
forecasts intended anti-Jewish leg- 
islation. 

Written before the decree was 
in print, the editorial said numer- 
ous Vienna Jews were trying to 
get to Berlin on the assumption 
that the worst there was over and 
life would be easier for them. 

The decree provided that in 
Greater Germany (Germany and 
Austria) all German Jews must 


register and evaluate their entire, 


German. and foreign holdings, pro- 
vided they exceed 5000 marks 


($2000). f 
Must Register. 

Foreign Jews living in Germany 
must register their German posses- 
sions, and sale or rent of Jewish 
business undertakings must be re- 
ported. Registration of the prop- 
2 must de completed by June 

The Nazi press interpreted the 
decree as the first step toward 
complete exclusion of Jewish in- 
terests from German economic life. 
The measure will furnish the exact 
basic details for planned Aryani- 
zation and it places every move- 
ment of Jewish capital under con- 
trol until the Aryanizing process 
is completed.” 

How to Pay Jews Not Decided. 

How the Jews will be compen- 
sated when Goering calls for their 
money is still a puzzle to financial 
experts. One suggestion was that 
they might simply be handed Gov- 
ernment bonds bearing 4% per cent 
in face amounts equal to the funds 
confiscated. Another was that Jew- 
ish fortunes might be invested 
through Goering in industries new- 
ly built up under the four-year plan 
and dividends from such enterprises 
distributed to the Jews. Such 
money, it was explained, could help 
Germany secure economic freedom 
without the Jews actually partici- 
pating in the country’s reconstruc- 
tion. 

So far as foreign holdings of 
German Jews are concerned, it was 
pointed out that all German citi- 
zens and subjects were compelled 
by decree to register their foreign 
properties. The maximum penalty 
for failure to do so is death. It is 
entirely in the hands of the Gov- 
ernment to utilize foreign posses- 
sion of German Jews if necessary 
and expedient. In the past, when- 
ever the German Government has 
compelled its subjects to liquidate 
foreign assets, a time was chosen 
when the market was particularly 
favorable. 

Jewish “Domination” in Austria. 

In Vienna, the conservative news- 
paper Reichspost published figures 
showing the “Jewish domination in 
Austria’s economic life.” 

It said the Austrian munitions 
industry was 100 per cent in the 
hands of Jews; shoe production and 
trade, 80 per cent; leather trade, 78 
per cent; fuel trade, 64 per cent; 
textile industry and trade, 53 per 
cent; bread production, 60 per cent, 
with the wholesale trade in. food- 
stuffs almost a Jewish monopoly. 
The Reichspost said all Austria’s 
big foreign dealings were in Jew- 
ish hands, and that of monetary in- 
stitutions in Austria over 76 per 
cent were Jewish.

This Congress very wisely refused 
to give the chief executive power 
to reorganize the Government. 

“Now it is proposed to give to 
the chief executive not only the 
power, but the very great tempta- 
tion, to intervene in foreign affairs 
for the high and noble purpose of 
making Europe and Asia be good.” 

Wants 35,000-Ton Limit. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, offered an amendment 
yesterday to limit the size of bat- 
tleships to 35,000 tons. 

The pending measure calls for 
three new battleships and author- 
izes craft of 45,000 tons. Vanden- 
berg’s amendment also would delay 
the start of new battleship con- 
struction until 1941, 

Vandenberg said the size limit 
had been increased from 35,000 to 
45,000 tons because of reports that 
Japan planned to build 45,000-ton 
vessels. 

“Now somebody says Germany is 


going beyond 45,000 tons,” he add- 
ed. 


“Where does this end?” 
He said that unless checked by 


international agreement an “utterly 


insane arms race will bankrupt the 
whole world, including Ameriea.” 
Senator Nye (Rep.), North Da- 
kota, asserted that reports Japan 
would build 45,000-ton ships were

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WHAT DR. LEOPOLD SAW. 

On his way through Missouri from the Iowa State 
line to Columbia, Dr. Aldo Leopold’s expert eye made 
a quick survey of about 100 farms and found them 
lacking in the conditions necessary for the natural 
propagation of wild life. Dr. Leopold is professor 
of game management at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. He observed raw gullies on two-thirds of the 
farms, grazed woodlots and other unfavorable signs, 
and concluded that only about half 6f the farms had 
food and cover enough to support one covey of quail 
each. He passed 10 creeks, five of which had been 
straightened, to the detriment of water control and 
fishing.

in recent years have we become aware that the only 
way the State can be assured of an abundant supply 
of game is to provide food, water and cover. In the 
case of fish, our streams must be restored to some 
semblance of their original condition, with plenty 
of aquatic plants instead of sterile gravel bottoms. 
In other words, the task before the newly created 
Conservation Commission is not to be solved by build- 
ing new fish hatcheries and raising quail and wild 
turkey under artificial conditions: the commission 
must deal with fundamentals and, in doing so, it 
must have, of course, the co-operation of farmers. 
What is the use of breeding game, only to release 
it in country where it cannot live; or of hatching 
fish, to place them in streams unsuitable for their 
preservation? Whereas, if food and cover are pro- 
vided, game and fish will thrive and multiply in 
their own natural environment without having to 


be fed, so to speak, on a bottle. 
We believe that the farmers of Missouri will. be 


glad to respond to suggestions from the Conserva- 
tion Commission’s experts as to how to encourage 
wild life. In most cases, it can be done very simply 
and with little or no expense, merely by giving a 
little thought to restoring places where birds and 
animals can kind protection and food.

This is a question that has been debated for 
years. The dispute centers around the language 
of the sixteenth amendment, which empowers Con- 
gress to tax incomes “from whatever source de- 
rived.” In view of several recent decisions of 
the Supreme Court, it was entirely proper for Mr. 
Roosevelt in his message of Monday to express 
hope that the Supreme Court would find it pos- 
sible to change the pyesent judicial doctrine which 
prevents such taxation as he now urges. It is 
interesting in this connection to recall a brief on 
this subject drawn up in 1924 by Dr. Edward S. Cor- 
win, professor of jurisprudence at Princeton Univer- 
sity. His conclusions included the following points: 


On correct theory, Congress has always had 

the power to tax incomes from state and munic- 

2 securities by a general income tax. 

The sixteenth amendment restores that pow- 
er by striking down the judicial theory whereby 
such incomes came to be exempted. Congress 
may tax incomes from whatever source de- 
rived. The words of the amendment are per- 
fectly explicit, and the sense of them could not 
be made clearer by a dozen constitutional 
amendments. 

What is needed, therefore, is not further tink- 
ering with the Constitution, but an act of Con- 
gress assertive of its present powers. 

Though, as we have stated, there is ample war- 
rant for pursuing the course that the President now 
urges, it is unfortunate that no affirmative action 
has been taken in the matter over the long course 
of the efforts to rid the country of this evil. Had 
the administration vigorously backed an amend- 
ment at the time when it was generally assumed 
that this was the only remedy, there is little doubt 
that it would by this time have been added to the 
Constitution. 
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OPPORTUNITY FOR HEROISM.

Liberty means letting opponents of democracy talk and march all they please, even 
to the extent of being a mild nuisance, Labor M. P. says; would deal with them 
as they deserve if they interfere with law and order, but meanwhile would not use 
suppression; common sense and good temper, in writer 's view, are the best policemen. .

ERE they come, marching along my 
street, the chaps I don’t like, the chaps 
ho don't like me. 

I daresay my dislike of them is sound, 
logical, reasonable and fully justified. Their 
principles may be non-existent, their out- 
look muddy, their morals twisted and their 
habits nasty. I, on the other hand, am all 
that is solid and respectable and commend- 
able. The only thing is, they don't like my 
face, or the way I wear miy hat, or what I 
eat for dinner. 

All right—they don't like it. And they're 


‘going to tell me so as they march by. What 


if they do? What happens when they've 
aired their dislike? 

Nothing at all. Just nothing. In a min- 
ute they’ve passed by—and I still wear 
the same face and the same hat. They've 
had, we'll suppose, a happy afternoon. The 
only satisfaction denied them has been that 
of the row they were there to make. 

It seems to me that it may be a very 
good discipline to let quarrelsome folk get 
on with their ways, refuse to lend yourself 


„to their baiting and in that way remove an 


the point from it. That is why I would not 
try to stop Fascist or Communist, or any 
other “ist,” from being black or red or any 
other color he likes, even if he does it with 
banners and bands. 

I quite admit that in days like this, liberty 
cannot be taken for granted. We who wish 
to preserve it must be ready to fight for it. 
But, for goodness’ sake, let us await the 
real attack, not waste our temper and our 
substance on back-chat and mud-slinging. 
Let us deal with the sticks and stones which 
come—if they come. Deal with them very 
faithfully. But names won't hurt us. 

In Japan, they have discovered a new 
form of treason. They call it “having dan- 
gerous thoughts.” It is unknown in this 
country. You may think as dangerously as 
you please, so long as you do not translate 
your thoughts into illegal action. When that 
stage comes, the policeman steps in. Until 
then, common sense and good temper are 
our best policemen. For in Britain, with all 
our faults, we still know what the word lib- 
erty means, because we feel it.

It won’t hurt us. What will hurt us, how- 
ever, is any attempt at suppression here, 
even of those who say quite openly that 
if they once get power, liberty will become 
just what they care to make it—which will 
be nothing. 

One reason why the average peaceably 
minded German accepted National Socialism 
was because he was sick of being pushed 
here and there by half a dozen warring 
factions, each of which wished to call names 
without accepting retaliation in kind. 

The strength of true democracy, however, 
lies in having a solid government—never 
mind the party it represents, for our gov- 
ernments, in basic essentials, must represent 
all parties founded in freedom, chosen by 
the free votes of its citizens and determined 
above all to preserve the inalienable, right of 
every Man and woman to live freely, even 
to the extent of being a mild nuisance. 

The same government will be quite capa- 
ble, when the nuisance ceases to be mild 
and presumes to interfere with public order 
and law, of taking the offenders firmly by 
the scruff of the neck and dealing with 
them as they deserve. 

I said just now that in this country our 
governments must represent all parties. I 
repeat that. Politically, they are there to 
carry out a certain policy, approved by a 
majority vote. But in fact, His Majesty's 
Opposition is always considered—has the 
right to be consulted—in all major crises;

Mrs. Eugene Meyer, part owner 
of the Washington Post, which she 
serves as special writer, another 
speaker at the banquet, told of new 
national and world conditions, 
which, in her view, have vitally af- 
fected the United States. 

Mrs. Meyer predicted that new 
issues would be before the voters in 
the 1940 presidential election, to 
such an extent that old party lines 
would disappear. It is useless to 
speculate as to candidates, she said, 
until the issues are laid down. 

European dictators, Mrs. Meyer 
said, “have opened our eyes to one 
thing, that the natural bent of 
democracy toward tolerance and 
pacifism can go too far. 

“The new dictetorial technique of 
undeclared war,” she continued, “is 
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disconcerting in its results upon 
other nations. Tolerance of guch 
methods and such immoral] be- 
havior is entirely misplaced, and 
can end only in a world war. 
Compromise with the dictatorships 
is impossible, because their pur- 
poses and philosophy are directly 
opposed to ours. Therefore democ- 
racy must arm itself. ‘Speak soft- 
ly and carry a big stick’ is as good 
a program now as in the days of 
Theodore Roosevelt. Without pow- 
er there is no protection; without 
freedom there is nothing to pro- 
tect.” 


Roosevelt and tho Issues. 


Of President Roosevelt, Mrs. 
Meyer said that “he has never fal- 
tered in his respect for the dignity 
of the common man,” but that it is 
useless to expect one man to solve 
the nation’s problems, and that re- 
cent assertions of the popular will 
are encouraging. As to American 
issues, she said: 


“If democracy is genuine in its 
concern for human values, we can 
no longer postpone the solution of 
our unemployment problem. No- 
body is going to love democracy on 
an empty stomach. The dole is not 
the American way out. The only 
answer lies in jobs and they can 
be furnished only by private indus- 
try. Let us see to it that the ad- 
ministration gives business the 
green light. Nor can we buy our 
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necessary expenditure must stop 
and relief must be controlled by 
non-partisan agencies. 

“The civil service, both state and 
Federal, is bogging down as a ref- 
uge for the incompetent, instead 
of being developed as a ‘means 
toward honest and effective admin- 
istration. With new bureaucracies 
springing up to right and left, the 
disciplined minds of the country 
must be drawn into government, or 
we will have mob rule instead of 
democracy.” 

Harry D. Gideonse, associate pro- 
fessor of. economics; University of 
Chicago, speaking on “Conducting 
Foreign Policy in a Democracy,” 
said a policy of isolation on the part 
of this country would be the best 
possible way to drag it into war; 
that it was the policy most pleasing 
to aggressor nations. 

The choice for a peace loving 
democracy, he declared, must be 
for international co-operation, eith- 
er through agreements to act to 
prevent aggression, or through con- 
certed world community action. 
Whatever the means used, he em- 
phasized, it must have as a back- 
ground the availability of sanctions 
to enforce the co-operative action. 

The foreign policy of the United 
States, he commented, has too fre- 
quently been affected by popular 
slogans, catchwords and “headline 
jitters.” Citing an example, neu- 
trality,” he said everybody wanted 
it, so the existing neutrality law 
was passed, with the result that 
this country now is powerless to 
sell munitions to the Spanish de- 
mocracy, but continues legally to 
provide war materials to Fascist 
Germany and Italy; which are con- 
ducting a major war against de- 
mocracy in Spain.

AT END OF DAY'S WORK 


Viewing ‘Rushes’ Is Sure Way 
to Spoil: an Eve- 
ning. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
HOLLYWOOD, Cal., April 28.— 


The first hour after dinner may 
be the “children’s hour” in the av- 


erage happy Hollywood ‘home, but 
it is more like zero hour in the 
studio projection rooms to the men 
and women who are working in 
pictures and who stay on the lots 
each night to see the “rushes.” 
Early evening in the studios is 
the time the important players are 
invited to join studio executives, 
the supervisor, director, camera- 
man, cutter and others vitally in- 


terested in a picture’s success, to 
view on the screen the work done 
before the cameras the preceding 
day. . 

The stars see all the “takes” 
which the director ordered print- 
ed, and this means that they wit- 
ness themselves going through the 
same actions and speaking the 
same lines again and again, from 
various angles, as seen through 
various cameras and at various dis- 
tances and positions from the lens. 

While almost all experienced stars 
insist upon seeing all rushes of 
their pictures, their reactions to 
them are as different as the per- 
sonalities of the people involved, 

Poor Judges of Work. 

Because they are human beings, 
neither stars nor directors are con- 
sidered the best judges of rushes 
by studio executives. It is virtual- 
ly impossible to watch a screen on 
which one’s self is appearing and 
be able to see anyone else or judge 
anything else. It isn’t vanity; it’s 
just human nature. Likewise, di- 
rectors forget to watch the stars 
in their interest in angles and tech- 
nical intricacies of the scene, and 
the camera men think only of the 
lighting and the focus and the cobm- 
parative 4dvantages and disadvan- 
tages of the close-up and the “two- 
shot” of the same scene. 

So all opinions are taken with a 
grain of salt as they are expressed 
at first, and out of the arguments 
which are sure to develop the film 
editor and the studio executive 
charged with the eventual success- 
ful assembling of the picture man-

John M. Nickolaus, creator of 
“sepia platinum toning” on the 
track of the turbulation develop- 
ment system by which he removed 
„chemical unsteadiness” or the last 
vestige of optical flicker in pro- 
jected film, thus making possible the 
effective “modern photography of 
pictures such as “Three Comrades” 
or others where tense dramatic mo- 
ments in closeups are made more 
gripping through absence of any 
technical defect. 

It was Shearer’s idea of “split- 
ting” sound frequencies and using 
a “two-way horn” and “two track 
recording” that made possible sym- 
phony orchestras and great voices 
on the screen, and he also created 
the idea of using different micro- 
phones for different instrumenta- 
tions. His adaptation of this sys- 
tem has been used by other com- 
panies, notably in “100 Men and a 
Girl.”

April, May and June bring aspar- 
agus in abundance to spring vege- 
table fanciers. More asparagus is 
on the market in April than any 
other month because it comes from 
California fields wifich are the 
largest in the country as well as 
from Southeastern States. Many 
local fields and home gardens yield 
their choice cuttings throughout 
the season. 

Asparagus from a distance is ar- 
riving on the market in a better 
condition through the general use 
for the first time this year of a 
new pre-cooling process in addition 
to the usual careful regrigeration. 
The asparagus is cut and bunched 
in the warm fields and is then 

plunged into a tank of circulating 
ice water. This sudden chilling 
checks harmful changes, loss of 
sweetness and increase in fiber, 
which begin immediately after the 
stalks are cut. This new pre-cooling 
process has been perfected during 
the last few years through the joint 
efforts of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the Cali- 
fornia Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, . 

Wait in Season. 


The wise shopper knows that as- 


when it is most plentiful and 
watches for the best time to buy. 
But she does not wait too long, for 
asparagus prices never fall to the 
level of those paid for carrots or 
cabbage. For asparagus is a per- 
ennial and monopolizes the field 
through the year, although the cut- 
ting season is short. Much detailed 
care is required in growing, cutting 
and marketing this highly perish- 


The best asparagus is firm and 
fresh, rather than stringy or wilted 
m appearance. Stalks are fairly 
straight, tips are uninjured and 
tightly closed. Spreading tips and 
scales mean over-maturity. Growth 
may continue after cutting. Very 
crooked stalks usually indicate dis- 
ease or injury. Such defects gener- 
ally result in tough fibers. Most 
families prefer their asparagus 
green, and the home-maker selects 
spears with the largest amount of 
green color. 

Asparagus is best “from the gar- 
den to the table.” But if it must 
be held for a time before cooking, 
keep it ‘gold, moist and tightly cov- | 
ered, 


Asparagus needs thorough wash- 
ing, for it is cut below the surface 
of the ground. Scrape off the side 
scales with a sharp knife to remove 
any traces of grit. Remove the 
tough butt ends to the point where 
they are cut readily with the tip 
of a sharp knife. Very thrifty 
homemakers sometimes pare the 
lower end of the stalk, thus mak- 
ing more of it edible. Sometimes, 
to make asparagus easier to serve, 
the stalks are bunched and tied 
loosely into individual portions. It 
will go farther if cut into 1%-inch 


Cook Uncovered. 

Like other green vegetables, as- 
paragus is best cooked uncovered 
in a small quantity of salted boiling 
water, and as quickly as possible. 
Special asparagus cookers are 
handy, but a large saucepan or 
kettle is entirely satisfactory. Stand 
the bunches upright, about half im- 
mersed in boiling salted water, and 
cover the utensil just until the wa- 
ter returns to the boiling point. 
After the lower part of the stalks 
has cooked 10 to 15 minutés, tip 
the bunches over into the water. 
The tips and stalks should become 
tender at the same time and yet be 
firm enough to handle without 
crushing or breakiing. Total boiling 
time, 15 to 25 minutes; depending 
upon the condition of the “grass.” 

The luscious green stalks, perfect 
in outline, enticing in flavor, are 
served steaming hot, seasoned with 
golden melted butter or Holland- 
aise sauce. It is a dish favored by 
royalty since the days of Emperor 
Augustus Caesar of ancient Rome. 

Although at its best served with 
butter or Hollandaise sauce, aspar- 
agus has the happy faculty of blend- 
ing nicely with many other foods. 
Tt adds interest to those with bland 
flavors, such as rice and macaroni, 
and is especially delightful in com- 
binations with milk or eggs. 

The green color is preserved and 
the flavor is improved by «cooking 
the asparagus in milk, especially 
when soup or creamed asparagus 
is being prepared. 

Creamed asparagus .in patty 
shells is a “company” version of 
an old favorite.

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Health—Protective Foods 
Important. 


Because the health of the coming 
generation concerns all citizens, the 
President of the United States each 
year emphasizes the importance of 
child welfare, by designating May 1 
as Child Health day. Educators and 
the business world have gone a 
step further, observing the first 
week in May as Child Health week. 

An encouraging result of this ac- 
tion (sponsored by the Children's 
Bureau at Washington) is discov- 
ered in the increasing number of 
adults who better understand the 
meaning of a well-balanced diet for 
children. As a result child mortal- 
ity is decreasing. Sound minds in 
sound bodies are the objectives of 
all. Diet plays such an important 
rale in this drama to protect child- 
hood that it is well to recall the 
more valuable knowledge concern- 
ing the daily dietary requirements. 

Protective Foods. 

Certain foods, milk, fruits and 
vegetables, are especially important 
for the protective minerals and 
vitamins they furnish to growing 
bodies. ‘These foods have been 
called the “should@or must foods” 
and are to be served every day. 

One of the protective factors most 
often deficient in the average diet 
is vitamin C, which promotes gen- 
eral good health, aids dental health 
and prevents scurvy. Oranges and 
lemons are foremost sources of this 
vitamin and also provide calcium 
and phosphorus, important to 
dental health. 

In general a well-balanced diet 
for the normal child will include 
daily servings of the following es- 
sential foods: 

Milk (fresh or evaporated). This 
may be served plain, in beverages, 
with cereals, or in cooked foods— 
custards, soups and creamed or 
scalloped dishes. 

Fruits. At least two servings of 
fruit are recommended, one of 
these a citrus fruit. Because they 
are foremost sources of vitamin C, 
oranges are preferable for this serv- 


ing.

mended, one of these to be a raw, 
leafy vegetable, such as lettuce, 

Eggs, meats and nuts. <A good 
selection of these foods would of- 
fer an egg a day, or an egg at 
least four times a week, together 
witn moderate quantities of meat. 
Finely ground nuts or nut butters 
may also be given. 

Breads, ce -als and cereal prod- 
ucts. These foods complete the 
energy requirements of the child 
and should be very high in the 
case of the teen ages. 

Sweets. These should be of a 
wholesome type and should be fur- 
nished in moderate amounts. Fresh 
and dried fruits, fruit candies, 
jams, jellies and marmadales are 
the best type of sweets for grow- 
ing children. 

Butter and otner fats. The child 
should have moderate amounts. 

Boys and girls, 12 to 17 years old, 
require extra food for their growth 
needs. A boy of this age will often 
need twice as much food as his 
father. Girls shouRl be encour- 
aged to eat and should not be al- 
lowed to develop the dangerous 
habit of retaining slimness by 
“skipping breakfast.”

Meat Is Tasty. 
This is a dish which tastes as 
good as it looks. The meat from 
the rib section is one of the choic- 
est cuts of lamb. It is tender, even 
grained and has a delicious flavor, 
The crown roast is easy to carve. 
Simply slice between each rib and 
serve a chop and a portion of the 
dressing or vegetable in the center 
to each person. 
In selecting the roast, allow two 
chops for each person to be served. 
To Roast Crown. 

There are two ways of putting a 
crown roast in the oven. If you 
fill the center with a dressing to 
be cooked with the roast, the rib 
ends will point upward. In that 
case, to prevent the bones from 
charring, wrap the ends with slices 
of salt pork and place the roast on 
a rack. | 

However, if you intend to fill the 
center of the roast with vegetables, 
eooked separately, then place the 
roast in the oven with the rib ends 
downward, They will form their 
‘own rack and as the meat cooks, 
the juices will run down and pro- 
tect the bones. 

Crown roast, like every other 
roast of lamb, should be placed in 
an uncovered pan in a slow oven 
(300 degrees). No water is added. 
Allow about one and a half hours 
for a crown roast. 

You may use any favorite dress- 
ing for the center. Here is a good 
one: 

Dressings for Crown Roast. 

Combine two cups bread crumbs, 
one cup sliced celery, one tablespoon 
poultry seasoning, salt and ‘pepper. 
Moisten with one cup meat stock. 

Another dressing for crown roast 
of lamb is this: 

One-half pound pork sausage. 

Two eggs slightly beaten. 

One-half cup cracker crumbs. 

One-half cup chopped mushrooms. 

One-fourth cup milk. 

One pinch of sage. 

Salt and pepper. 

Combine sausage with cracker 
crumbs, celery and mushrooms. 
Season with salt, pepper and sage. 
Moisten with sligntly beaten eggs 
and milk. 

A head of cauliflower, boiled 
whole and sprinkled with paprika, 
may be placed on top of the dress- 
ing in the center of the crown. Or 
the center of the crown, roasted’ 
without dressing, may be filled with 
that perennia] favorite accompani- 
ment for lamb—green peas. You 
might try mixing finely chopped 
mint with butter used in dressing 
the peas. Thus you will combine 
in a different way these three good 
flavors, lamb, mint and peas. Mint- 
ed carrot balls, or parslied potato 
balls can be placed in the center.

Charles Rippin, retired real es- 
tate dealer who was formerly séc-

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Difficulties Must Be Solved 


From Within, or by Govern- 
ment Edict, He Says. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, April 28. — Alfred P. 


Sloan Jr., chairman of General Mo- 
tors Corporation, told the nation’s 
organized automobile. dealers to- 


night that the motor car industry 


“stand# at the crossroads” on the 
question of solving its difficulties 
“from within, through a spirit of 
co-operation,” or from without, “by 
Government edict.” 

Addressing the ciosing session of 
the National Automobile Dealers’ 
Association, Sloan advocated a 


forum for discussion of policies as 
they affect dealer-manufacturer re- 
lationship and involve the interests 
of the consumer. 

“Government,” Sloan said, “is es- 
sential to protect and develop our 
civilization. But let us have gov- 
ernment by law—thou shalt or shalt 
not—not government by edict. That 
means a stifling regulation—the di- 
rect road to .segimentation. And 
when we start, there is no turning 
back. Political control of industry 
may be likened to a cancer within 
the human body. It starts, it grows, 
it consumes, and ultimately de- 
stroys 

“The exploitation of industry 
through the political consideration 
is damaging enough when limited 
to due process of law. Look at the 
picture today! The exploitation of 
industry by regimentation means 
the death knell of individual enter- 
prise—the American system which 
has made possible a standard of 
living which is the envy of all peo- 
ples. And remember this, too: If 
a policy, even expressed in definite 
law, is unsound and uneconomic, 
even the All-Powerful cannot make 
it work. And that fact is begin- 
ning to dawn on the consciousness 
of our people. 

“Therefore, I ask you, is it bet- 
ter to look to the council table or 
to political control?” 

Sloan discussed merchandising 
problems, intelligent balance be- 
tween dealer selling power in any 
community and a properly-deter- 
mined sales expectancy,” and the 
used car bugaboo.

“Briefly expressed, the state of 
the business declined relatively 
somewhat further during the quar- 
ter, but not importantly.”

In a group of children in 
an orphanage, it was found that if 
10 ounces of grape juice daily are 
added to the diet, the blood becomes 
richer in iron and signs of anemia 
disappear. This also prevents sec. 
ondary anemia which is quite com. 
mon in children, especially young 
children who are on an exclusively 
milk diet. 
On a diet for children which in. 
cluded food vegetables and fruits, 
with adequate quantities of meat, 


eg and milk, it was found that if 


10 ounces of grape juice daily were 
added Gee, thé blood increased in fron 
approximately twice as much as in 
a group of children who had the 
same diet, but without the grape 
juice. 

As a beverage, pure and simple. 
grape juice was popular with the 


-pehildren and well tolerated by all. 


It is desirable to include the juices 
of all citrus fruits in the diet of 
children up to the age of 10 years, 

One of the most important ad- 
vances in infant feeding in recent 
years has been the discovery that 
an exclusively milk diet is liable 
to be very low in iron content and 
may frequently lead to anemia. 
Grape juice seems to be a pleasant, 
palatable and effective way to 
avoid such a situation. 

Other foods that have a high iron 
content are egg yolk, oatmeal, 
wheat, dried beans, dried peas, spin- 
ach and peanuts. 

In actual anemia, a condition 
sometimes exists in the intestine 
which prevents the absorption of 
iron which is present in food. In 
that case, iron in an inorganic form, 
such as one of the medicinal prep- 
arations, must be given. 

But in a healthy body when aa 
iron supply is needed to keep the 
blood up to the proper level, the 
iron in food is easily available.

skin-like fabric. A tiny bottle of 
fluid is used to attach the brows 
over the natural eyebrow line, and 
the effect is surprisingly like na- 
ture’s own handiwork. Of course, 
the girl who possesses attractive 
brows of her own would have no 
need for these artifices, but they 
certainly are a help to the lass 
whose eyebrows are thin and 
sparse. : 

Most girls nowadays have pretty 
well-groomed brows. They pluck 
them and try to keep them neat 
and well cared for, but they find 
the plucking is a rather painful 
task. Others assert that after such 
plucking, small eruptions appear 
around their brows. 

In both cases, usually, the cause 
is improper tweezing. For there 
really are women, even today, who 
don’t know how to pluck their eye- 
brows properly. 

Whether your tweezer is the 
ordinary sort, the scigsor-like vari- 
ety or the newer, automatic type, 
always remember that it should be 
sterilized prior to using. When the 
brows are plucked, you know, the 
pores in the skin open. And if the 
tweezers are not perfectly clean, 
germs may enter these pores and 
cause eruptions, 

— . * 

EFORE plucking your brows, it 
B is wise first to smooth a gen- 

erous coating of cold cream 
over each brow, and let it remain 
on for a few minutes, Then they 
should be brushed into shape with 
a small eyebrow brush, and the 
plucking itself should be done. Aft- 
er the shaping and tweezing have 
been completed, all remaining 
cream should be removed and 
witch hazel or a soothing astrin- 
gent should be applied. This closes 
the pores, tends to prevent germ in- 
fection, and tones up the skin sur- 
rounding the eyebrow sector. 

Another factor that tends to 
make the brows look sadly neg- 
lected, is when the tiny hairs are 
stiff and unruly and refuse to lie 
in their proper alignment. But it 
really isn’t difficult to train them. 
Merely brushing them frequently 
with a small eyebrow brush will 
make the tiny hairs more tractable 
and help to keep them neatly in 
place. And if the brush is mois- 
tened with a bit of plain petro- 
latum or odorless castor oil before 
each brushing, the treatments will 
prove doubly effective. 

Some eyebrows, of course, are 
stubborn and refuse to respond sat- 
isfactorily to these treatments. It 
is possible to train such. eyebrows, 
however, through the use of corn- 
starch. Before you retire at night 
mix one tablespoonful of ordinary 
cornstarch with enough cold wa- 
ter to form a thick, smooth paste. 
Then brush your eyebrows into 
shape with a small brush and 
spread the paste thickly over thém. 
Let the paste, which will quickly 
harden, remain on overnight. The 
following. morning remove it with 
tepid water and a soft cloth. And, 
as the final step, brush the brows 
with petrolatum or castor ofl, to 
promote their health and glossi- 
ness.

Rhubarb Meringue Pie 

Two cups rhubarb, one cup su- 
gar, two eggs, one tablespoon flour, 
grated rind of one-half lemon. Cut 
rhubarb into inch-length pieces and 
cover with boiling water for five | 
minutes, then drain. Put ruhbarb 
in double boiler and add flour and 
sugar mixed together. Cook and stir 
until the mixture thickens, then 
add beaten egg yolks and grated 
lemon rind, Cook for five minutes, 
then let cool and pour into a baked 
pie shell. Make a meringue of the 
whites of eggs and two tablespoons 
sugar and spread over the top. 
Brown lightly in the oven. 


Secretary Desk 

If you have lovely antique china 
and not a particularly interesting 
collection of books, utilize the 
shelves of your secretary desk for 
the china rather than the books. It 
gives a most colorful and interest- 
ing tone to your living room. 


Four cups cold boiled . 
four tablespoons drippings and but- 
ter mixed, one teaspoon salt, one 
tablespoon chopped parsley, one- 
half cup minced onion.

Select a thick slice of ham, trim 
and sprinkle with sugar and pap- 
rika. Sear in a hot pan on both 
sides and then place in a baking 
dish and cover with sliced sweet 
potatoes. Dot the top with butter 
and sprinkle sugar between the po- 
tatoes and over the top. Pour in 
one cup grape juice and cook for 
30 minutes in a moderate. oven. Re- 
move cover, top with marshmallows 
and then return to oven to brown 
lightly. Pineapple or apricot juice 
may be substituted for the grape 
juice if desired, any one of the three 
is delicious. 


WATERCRESS SANDWICHES. 


A delightful spring-like sandwich 
to serve with the salad at the lunch- 
eon for the bride-to-be. Of course 
the sandwiches must be cut in the 
shape of hearts. Moisten one cup 
chopped watercress with French 
dressing. Press the yolks of four 
hard-boiled eggs through a sieve 
and mix with the watercress. Spread 
one slice of bread with cream cheese 
and the other with the watercress 
mixture and press together to form 
a heart.
